BRYAN IS GRATIFIED. 
Bryan was gratified at 
the news he received today from 
American Consul Rodgers at Havana 
of the action of the German steam- 
ship company in directing the return 
to Hamburg without unloading of 
their munitions of war reported to 
be on board the steamships Kron- 
prinzessin Cecilie and Bavaria, which 
were about to be placed in the 
hands of the Huerta agents at Puer- 
to Mexico, the only gulf port with 
railroad communication with the 
capital through which such supplies 
could reach the city. The Secretary 
said that, so far as he knew, this 
order on the part of the steamship 
people was voluntary; at any rate, 
he had not hignself communicated 
with the German Ambassador héfe, 
nor with the German government, 
any request that these cargoes be 
held up. 

Undoubtedly the solution of the 
question reached today relieved the 
State Department from what prom- 
ised to be an embarrassing situation. 

GBRMANY FRIENDLY. 

With no American warship at 
Puerto Mexico, and consequently 
without the means of preventing the 
landing of these arms and ammuni- 
tion which might be used against 
American troops later on, the only 
feasible method of effective action 
was an appeal to the German gov- 
ernment to stop the delivery. For 
its part, Germany doubtless would 
have been greatly embarrassed by 
such a request, for the reason that 
it had no authority toe Interfere with 
its own commercial lines in legiti- 
mate business, except in time of war,

IN EARTHQUAKE. 
Ruin and Mourning in Many 
Villages in Sicily, 


Full Extent of Disaster Is 
Not Known as Yet. 


Miority of Etna’s Victims 
Women and Children. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND 
CATANIA (Italy) May 9%—An 


earthquake iast night brought death 
and destruction to many villages near 
Mt. Etna. The number of dead up to 
tonight is officially given as 139, with 
about 350 injured; but as yet a large 
portion of the devastated territory has 
not been inspected. 

The affected zone extends from Zaf- 
farana, the highest village on Mt. Et- 
na. to the Blenca ‘Acireale on the 
south and Glarre on north. It ‘in- 
clades Linera, the cénter of the dis- 
turbance; Pisano and Santa Venerina. 

In Linera alone 110 persons were 
killed and 300 injured. n the village 
of Bongiardo thirteen dead and twen- 
ty-seven injured have been taken 
from the ruins. At Cosentini sixteen 
were killed and many injured. These 
villages and many smaller puces 
were practically levelled. 

Automobiles which made the trip 
today through the devastated region 
were often forced to make a long de- 
tour owing to the deep fissures across 


abandoned owing to the collapse of 
bridges, broken tracks and obstructed 
tunnels. 

For centuries this region has suf- 
fered from earthquakes, owing to the 
activity of Mt. Etna. Yet it is relative- 
ly thickly populated, as the land is 
most fertile, vineyards growing with 
little attention. 

Near the central point of the dis- 
turbance dozens of bodies were ob- 
served lying along the road. Many of 
them were unrecognizable, as they 
were crushed. Heart-rending lamen- 
tations arose on all sides, and the in- 
jured lay in the open, awaiting as- 
sistance, which has been sent to them. 

Where Linera stood is a mass of 
ruins. Those houses which did not 
collapse entirely Were so broken as to 
emphasize the completeness of the 
disaster. The village consisted of 
about 800 inhabitants. A majority of 
the people escaped because the shock 
occurred when the men and some of 
the women were still working in the 
fields. From the vineyards they saw 
their houses falling and when they 
arrived, breathless, at their homes, 
they found only wreckage with some 
of their people buried beneath it. 

This accounts for the fact that most 
of the victimes at Linera were wom- 
en and children. The men, frantic 
with terror and grief, attacked the 
debris with their bare hands in an ef- 
fort to save their wives or children. 

Gens. Trabucchi and Moccagatta 
are in command of the work of res- 
cue, which is being expeditiously per- 
formed by soldiers, firemen, police- 
men and Red Cross volunteers. It is 
expected, however, that weeks will 
pass before the full extent of the dis- 
aster can be ascertained, as it is be- 
lieved many peasants are buried un- 
der their homes in the isolated dis- 
tricts,

Mr. and Mrs. Post lived the lives of 
lovers and the only logical conclu- 
sion as to the cause is insanity. Often 
Post had spoken to his wifé and 
others about people committing sul- 
cide and he had a number of times 
said that none but a coward would 
take his own life. 


DELIGHTED IN GUNS. 


Post always took keen delight in 
having an arsenal of the finest guns 
to be purchased and when his health 
permitted, spent much time hunting. 
When he came to California he ex- 
pected to be able to get some shoot- 
ing and brought a large number of 
his revolvers and rifles with him. 
These he kept in a closet in his bed- 
room. 

About ten days ago while he was 
suffering from melancholia re- 
marked to Mra. Post that it wes not 
a good idea to have all of his guns 
laying around so handy that some- 
time he might become irrational 
enough to kill himself. As a result 
attendants were instructed to hide ail 
of the arms and it was thought they 
had done so. Whether the rifle he 
used this morning had been secreted 
in the room by himself, or whether 
he had surreptitiously taken it from 
among the other weapons, is not 
known. 

Post had made his winter home in 
Santa Barbara for two years. In 
1912 he created considerable com- 
ment here when he proposed to the 
Chamber of Commerce a scheme to 
relieve the long dry spell which 
threatened vegetation and crops in 
Santa Barbara county. He declared 
that by the proper discharge of a 
large quantity of dynamite he could 
produce rain, the experiment hav- 
ing been a success on his vast ranch 
in Texas. 

AS A RAIN-MAKER. 

Anxious to try anything to save 
the county from a drouth the Cham- 
ber of Commerce accepted his propo- 
sition to furnish $1500 worth of 
dynamite and the order was being 
prepared for the explosives when

yefuge for all Americans who wished 
to go on board. The marines, which 
he had previously sent ashore, began 
taking off Amerieans at 12 o'clock 
and continued to do so until between

of days and that I had better pack 
up my trunk and have it sent down 
to the office for safe keeping. I did 
this and, after putting a few things 
into a sult case (enough to last for 
a couple of days) joined the rest of 
the office force on board the com- 
pany's oil tanker lying out in the 
river just across from the town. 
Remember, we were told on the 
very best authority that we would 
be out on the boat only a couple of 
days. Therefore, some of the men 
did not even have a ciean shirt with 
them, to say nothing of a suit case. 
All-of us ieft almost everything we 
tae up in our trunks in the 
office. 


All day Wednesday we watched the 
English and German launches taking 
the foreigners off to the different 
boats in the river. There were no 
American boats there except one 
small private yacht, the Wild Duck, 
which was obliged to fly the German 
flag in order to stay in the river. 
The oil tanker we were on was 4n 
English boat and late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon the British admiral comman- 
deered it and hoisted the admiral’s 
flag in place of the merchant marine, 
which it had been flying. That 
meant that.the captain had nothing 
more to say about the movements of 
the vessel. 


af the Tampico refugees can take 
their hats off te the Germans and 
he English, for if it had not been 
for them we would never have gotten 
out of there alive.

“There were great men before Aga- 
memnon,.” but their very names have per 
ished because there was no Homer to sing 
the story of their lives. 

There have been great cities before Los 
Angeles, and they have al! had their his- 
torlans to chronicle their growth and 
achievements. Why should Los Angeles 
jack her Herodotus or her Thucydides? 

Surely there are few communities of 
men in the past or the present that merit 
a historian more than does Los Angeles, 
and few whose history appeals more call- 
ingly to the pen-artist than does our own 
city of Los Angeles. 

We can hear some unrefiective person 
rise up in his place and ask, “What is all 
this talk about?” setting up the contention 
that Los Angeles has had many historians 
in the early, middle and later periods of 
its career. It has had many scribblers, we 
will corffess, and enough pages have been 
penned to write the history of the nation, 
all purporting to relate to Los Angeles and 
to constitute “histories” of the city. But 
history of Los Angeles there is none. No 
historian with the real analytica)] brain of 
the true story-teller has yet arisen to put 
in succinct and regular shape the achieve- 
ments of those who have made Los Angeles 
what it is. , 

That the material is here is a fact not 
to be questioned. There are events of the 
greatest interest to the people of Los An- 
geles, to the State of California, and to the 
world in general, lying along the path of 
those who made Los Angeles great, to call 
for the work of a real historian: There is 
romance as well as achievement, work for 
the imagination as well as for the statisti- 
cian and the delver in cold facts—for the 
highest talent, in a word, of the human 
brain. There is the romance of war with 
its conquests, romance of love with its 
thrills, romance of missionary life, and ro- 
mance, too, of unnumbered material 
achievements, with quite as much to stir 
the blood in human veins as the chronicle 
of a hundred battles or the story of a 
thousand love romances. There is the 
story of fortunes made and lost, the story 
of new enterprises established and built 
up, the story of the subjugation of the 
forces of Nature and the development of 
her resources. 

The writing of the history of Los Ange 
les worthily calls for painstaking study, 
for a high and conscientious regard for 
truth and fact, for analytical classification, 
and withal for the temperament of the 
poet and the thrilling vocabulary of the 
orator to*set down luminously the story 
of the growth of this city and of the de 
velopment of its industries. 

There are here, lying stratum upon 
stratum in the history of the century 
and a quarter since the pueblo was found- 
ed, at least four different civilizations. 
These larger epochs divide themselves into 
several periods, each marked by its own 
peculiar characteristics and each calling 
for separate treatment.

A history, while warm with the imagina- 
tion which seizes upon the romantic, must 
be cold-blooded in its careful analysis of 
facts, its careful treatment of events, and 
its rendering to every man that which is 
his, whether he be Caesar or some man 
whose life was spent in modest, quiet, un- 
obtrusive @fort, “far from the madding 
crowd's ignoble strife,” and yet doing 
things that told for the future welfare of 
the whole community. 

It is about time the Herodotus, Wash- 
ington Irving, Gibbon, or the man as yet 
unnamed, appeared upon the scene. There 
are many intelligent citizens in and about 
the city who have spent their whole lives 
here, coming to Los Angeles in the middle 
of the past century and remaining here 
almost every day since. These men have 
taken part in a notable way in the up- 
building of the city and in the develop- 
ment of its industries. Their shoulders 
are bent, their heads bowed, their hair 
white with the snows of many winters, 
their steps are tottering and they will not 
be with us long. Much, very much, wil!

INDORSES SCHOOL BONDS. 


(ity Club Declares They Are Easen- 
thal to Meet the Needs of the Chil- 
dren. 

The City Club yesterday adopted 
by wunanimous vote a resolution in- 
dorsing the proposed school-bond is- 
fue of $4,600,000, which its to be 
voted upon next Thursday, declaring 
that ‘these bonds are essential to 
meet the needs of the children of the 
city.”

CITY TO OPERATE DRY DOCKS, 
CONTINGENT PROPOSAL. 


Long Beach Concern, at Secret 
Sexsion of the City Council, Makes 
Proposition Involving Investment 
of Two Million Dollars, to Increase 
Facilities for Handling Shipping. 


An, investment of at least $2,000,- 


creation of dry docks and location of 
a ship-building yard was the subject 
under consideration at a secret meet- 
ing held yesterday at the City Hall 
between mémbers of the City Council, 
the Harbor Commission and John’ F. 
Craig, representing the Craig Ship- 
building Company of Long Beach, 
which may move its plant. 
The general proposition is that the 
‘company would lease from the 


city acreage for a ship yard on 
Smfth’s Island, on the inner harbor, 
aprmroximately 100 acres; that the 
city shall bulkhead or riprap the wa- 
ter frontage and dredge the neces- 
sury channels, etc., .s0 that proper 
access to the pfoperty may be had 
by the company: that the city shall 
construct three dry docks on the ts- 
lamd in proximity to the ship yard, 
and keep such dry docks under its 
own operation and control, but that 
the shipyard forces shall do the work 
on vessels therein and the city shall 
coBect the dry dock fees and charges 
for repaifs and pay the company for 
labor performed. A proposal was 
made that the company pay the city 
4% per cent. per annum on the mu- 
nicipal investment for its benefit, but 
objection was raised that this ts not 
a high enough rate ~~ remuneration 
for the proposed outlay. 

The ship yards, it is understood, 
wowd employ a minimum of 160 men 
and possibly 400 men in its busiest 
seasons. It was proposed that a thir- 
ty-ffve-vear lease be granted the com- 
pany for the lands necessary for the 
ship yard. 

The estimated cost of the outlays 
necessary on the part of the city ts 
placed at $1,000,000, and a similar 
amount would be represented by the 
company’s investments. The costs of 
the dry docks would be approximate- 
ty $750,000, while the channel-dredg- 
tng and bulkheading would total ap- 
proximately $250,000.

FUNERAL OF DR. WHEELER. 


Man of Culture and of Long, Ac- 
tive Life in the Ministry of the 
Raptist Church. 

The funeral services over the re- 
mains of Rev. Kittridge Wheeler, 
D.D., were conducted yesterday after- 
noon at the residence, No. 3974 In- 

aham street, where he died on Mon- 
ay at the age of 63 years. 

The deceased was a native o* Iilll- 
nois and was a man of wide educa- 
tion and unusual culture. He was a 
minister of the Baptist denomination 
and occupied pastorates at Austin and 
Marengo, in that State, followed by 
nine years as pastor of a church at 
Hartford, Ct., nine years with the Ash-' 
land-avenue Baptist Church, Chicago, 
and seven years with a chirch in 
Camden, N. J. He was at one time 
president of the Chicago Society for 
Study of Folk Lore, and was a well- 
known social worker in the Chicago 
Commons, associated with Graham 
Taylor. Through his travels in Egypt 
he had become an authority on Egyp- 
tology and had written extensively on 
the subject. 

On account of failing health he re- 
moved to Los Angeles about five 
years ago, gave up his work in the 
ministry and became largely interest- 
ed in land holdings in the San Joaquin 
Valley, in the hope that a change of 
activities would prolong his life. 

He leaves a widow and son here, 
the latter having devoted his time to 
looking after the land interests and 
living at Tulare. A married daugh- 
ter is a resident of Washington, D. C., 
and an unmarried daughter a resident 
of Chicago. All were here for the 
funeral.

The experiment of the Century 
company in the popularizing of prices, 
me more than giving English transia- 
tions of foreign works, has not been 
impressive in its conclusion, as it is 
eald that a considerable deficit has to 
be met. 

English grand opera, to be success- 
ful, would have to be something new, 


less Gramatic than the foreign prod- 
wet, of greater interest in 
the dialogue with arias appealing to 
the Celtic mind and taste, with music 
fulfilling the same mission. 

After a century grand opera h 
seen but little change in its original 
form of plot and genera! building. It 
would seem unlikely that for many 
years to come it could be possible to 
revolutionize the established canons of 
opera construction. Yet an American 
Rossini or a Verdi may be growing 
t® artistic manhood among us and be 
able, through his genius, to create a 
new and acceptable form of grand 

in English.

to mit opera productions to the lead- 
i compositions of that class; they 
stint retain the rare quality of appea!- 
ing, to all theater-goers of every 
ity, who do not seem to be

Opinion was unanimous, however, 
that Victor Herbert's “Natoma,” 
whose production concluded the Cen- 
tury season, was the most finished of 
the twenty-five works given in the 
thirty-one weeks of the season. 
goodly proportion of the credit should 
of course go to the composer for his 
skiliful coaching of cast and orches- 
tr. 

It ie worthy of note that, counting 
the eight performances at the Cen- 
tury, “Natoma” has had thirty-nine 
productions, which forms something 
of a record. It had one night a most 
picturesque setting, when sixty Indians 
from the 101 Ranch Wild West Show 
oceupied the founders’ boxes. They 
were dressed in the full war regalia 
and created a sensation. 

Much to the surprise of the audi- 
enée the Indians applauded vigorously 
and@ at the proper time. 

Fak was a humorous incident at 
the end of the first act, when Joe Mil- 
jer, owner of the 161 Ranch, called 
an interpreter and told him to get 
Chief Irontail. Dr. Miller desired to 
take the old chief back stage. The 
interpreter, Charley Yellow Boy, a 
Carlisie graduate, stood up and called 
in Sioux across the auditorium tuo 
Irontall to come out into the lobby.

TREPANNING OPERATIONS. 


Natives of Algerian Hinterland 
Seem Inupervious to Pain and the 


[A FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 


LONDON, May 1.—Without anaes- 
> | thesia or modern instruments, native 
ISisurgeons among the Bedouins of the 
‘| Algerian hinterland have become so 
,| skillful that they do not hesitate to 
undertake operations as delicate as 
trepanning. ‘This report is brought by 
Hylton-Simpson, who, accompanied by 
his wife, has just returned from a 
scientific expedition among these al- 
most unknown nomadic tribes of the 
desert. The explorer and his wife 
lived among the natives and estab- 
lished the closest relations with the 


ruling shelks of remote villages. 


They found that surgery had grown 
to be a really skilled profession. Hyl- 
ton-Simpson was lucky enough to 
come into contact with a friendly 
Arabian physician, who arranged a 
meeting for him with eight of the 
tribal surgeons. From them he col- 
lected a mass of Interesting informa- 
tion and a valuable collection of native 
surgical instruments. Their saws, 
lancets and probes are of the crudest 
design, but prove highly effective in 
the hands of their native operators. 
The only training these native sur- 
geons have is instruction from their 
fathers. Very few of them are able 


to read or write. 


Trepanning operations are probably 
more common in this country than 
anywhere else in the world because 
of. the frequency with which the 
natives resort to stone threwing itn a 
fight. The use of an anaesthetic. is 
unknown, and pain is regarded with 
such contempt that the people seem 
impervious to it. Hylton-Simpson saw 
one case in which a boy was operated 
on for fifteen days for the removal 
of a small piece of skull. The opera- 
tion was successful and the patient re- 
covered. Besides surgery the natives 
claim to have discovered 200 cures 


for various diseases.

TELLS WOMEN 
TO BE GREEK. 


Mrs. Watts Gives Her Secret 
of Real Loveliness. 


Declares Tension of Muscles 
All-Important, 


States the Modern Foot Is 
Badly Used Machine. 


SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

ONDON, May 1—Mre. Roger 
Watts, a British society woman, is 
working hard just now to persuade 
her compatriots in the smart set that 
if they want to be beautiful they must 
in exercise at all events be Greek. 
The secrets of rea! loveliness she con- 
tends are hidden in Greek physical 
culture motions, and she has just pub- 


lished a $5 book called “The Re- 
naissance of the Greek Ideal,” in 
which she complains loudly of the 
modern neglect of the Waist, of the 
strain women place upon the small 
of the back, and of the distortion of 
the modern foot. 

“The secret of marvelous strength 
and perfect physical beauty,” she 
urges, “consists in a condition of the 
muscles totally different from any 
realized by athletes since the time of 
the Greeks, a condition of tension 
which transforms dead weight into a4 
living force, and which made the 
Greek as different from the modern 
human being as a stretched rubber 
band from a slack one.” 

This word tension hase become so 
distorted as to meaning that it is now 
usually associat with rigidity and 
stiffness, but the true definition is 
“elasticity,” and it is this elasticity or 
tension of the muscles that Mrs. 
Watts's ideas will, if carefully fol- 
low enable one to possess. 

FUNCTION OF MUSGLES. 

“The modern human being.” says 
Mra. Watts, “has lost sight of the fact 
that the skeleton was not made to 
support, alone, the whole weight of 
the body. but to facilitate exactitude 
of movement by its aystem of lever- 
age. The muscles are the principal 
weight carriers, and able, when in 
perfect condition of tension, s0 to dis- 
perse the weight along their con- 
stantly moving cords of elasticity that 
no aggregate of weight ts ever felt at 
any one point, and therefore no dead- 
weight of fatigue is possible. 

“It ia at the waist that the lack of 
tension in the modern human being 
is most apparent. Here the muscles 
are so little used that they have be- 
come almost powerless. The result of 
chronic siackness in thése muascies is 
the crumpling up of the waist and the 
settling down of the body into the 
hips, very much like an egg in an 
ege-cup. The constant pressure and 
dead weight of all the upper part of 
the body on the hips puts the whole 
strain on the hip muscles, which be- 
come exaggeratingly developed. 

“The beautiful slimness of hips in 
the Greeks (women as well as men) 
was due to the proper development 
a waist muscles and those of the 


AVERAGE SITTER. 

Mrs. Watts very strongly condemns 
the way in which the average person 
sits. Look into a lecture-room full 
of men and women, she says, and the 
first thing that strikes one is the prev- 
alence of the so-called “round-shoul- 
dered” pesition. It is not really 
round shoulders one sees, but slack 
diaphragms, a much greater evil, and 
the cause of all the fidgety unrest that 
takes hold of audiences when obliged 
to sit still for more than half an hour. 

Most people when sitting let their 
shoulders lean against the back of 
the.chair but the base of the spine 
will be several inches nearer the front. 
In thie way the whole strain is upon 
the small of the back, which imme- 
diately gives way and curves out- 
ward, while the waist collapses ‘in 
front and curves inward. The rever- 
sal of these curves is produced by sit- 
ting farther back, so that the base of 
the spine touches the back of the 
chair. 

This places the upper part of the 
body in a correctly-balanced position, 
and reduces to a minimum the ache 
of a long day's driving and the dis- 
comfort of lecture-room chairs. The 
stretching of the diaphragm, involv- 
ing as it does a straightening of the 
spine, has also a definite effect upon 
the power of concentrating the mind 
on any particular subject. 

THE FOOT.” 

Another cause of the lack of poise 
and grace in the average man or 
woman of today is the shape of the 
foot. The form of the Greek foot is 
totally different from that of a mod- 
ern foot, and the strange sense of fiy- 
ing which is expressed in nearly all 
antique representations of movement 
is due to these wonderful feet. The 
first three toes were very much 
larger and were thin and nervous like 
fingers: the fourth toe was barely 
used, and the little toe not at all, as 
it was nearly always well above the 
ground, the reason for this being the 
spread of the pad on the outside of 
the foot, which formed a sort of wing 
on which al! the ground coftact and 
movement were cefitered. This wing 
has now practically ceased to exist, 
but so great is the power of predes- 
tined form that, In spite of years of 
distortion, nature, if given a chance, 
will repair to an incredible degree 
all human errors of this type. 

HIGH HEELS. 


But Mrs. Watts offers no hope se 
long as the high heel is worn, for 
that is the chief cause of the crip- 
pled modern foot. “The absence of 
the heel on a shoe,” she said, “means 
the entire readjustment of the weight 
of the body, and first this feels 
strangely unbalanced: but when the 
springs reassert themselves as they 
one awakens to a new 
world, to a consciousness that the 
familiar metaphor of ‘walking on 
air’ has become a reality.”

LONDON, April 21.—Medical men 
and sanitation experts are taking 4 
great interest in the problem as to 
whether a person can become infected 
with cancer through living in a house 
in which a cancer victim has lived. 
For years the question has been a 
matter of debate, and medical litera- 
ture abounds in references to “cancer 
houses.” 

Investigation in England has fol- 
lowed the report of Dr. Armande, who 
found that In a village of 400 in- 
hebitants in France eleven deaths 
from cancer occurred in seven 
all being located in the same block 
of houses. Three years later there 
were seventeen cancer patients in 


these houses. In other parts of 
including Paris, a similar condition 


was found.

An experiment was made there 
by confining mice in a trap. Several 
of them contracted the disease. 

Sir Thomas Oliver, the distinguished 
physician and writer on medical sub- 
jects, In a recent address, declared 
that the germ theory of cancer was 
only doubtfully accepted, still it was 
known that cancer could be conveyed 
from man to lower animals. More- 
over, it was regarded as probable that 
just as some persons were particular- 
ly susceptible to infectious diseases, so 
some persons might inherit a peculiar 
vulnerability of the tissues whereby 
at a particular age they become liable 
to cancer. Could this inheritance of 
vulnerability explain some of the 
facts about cancer houses? 

In his annua! report to the Insur- 
ance Institute at Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
Sir Thomas said: 

“My attention has been drawn to 
a series of cases In a street not one- 
twelfth of a mile long In a small town.

THE FIRST OIL WELL. | 


Several states Claim the Begin- 

ning of the Ojl Industry, But Penn- 

syivania Lead in the Business. 

{Louisville Courier Journal:) The 
location of the first oil well in the 
I'nited States is claimed by several 
States. The Wheeling Intelligencer, 
reviewing the oll industry of West 
Virginia, says there was an oll well 
ern the banks of the Kanawha River 
at the present site of Charleston “fif- 
ty-one years before the Drake well at 
Titusville, Pa., ushered in the petro- 
leum industry of the world.” 

It is probable that there were such 
wells in other States. Kentucky had 
one at an early day, but its possibili- 
ties were so little realized that noth- 
ing was done with it beyond bottling 
a limited portion of the product and 
peddling it out as a liniment! As to 
the priority of these old-time wells it 
is a matter of small importance, since |

West Virginia did not become @ 
large oil producer until about twenty 


years ago, although oil operations of 


varying character have been going on 
at intervals in that State almost since 
the beginning of development in 
Pennsylvania. There was.a fairly 
flourishing industry prior to the Civil 
War, but it was crushed out during 
the period of hostilities, and for 
many years thereafter it was strug- 
«ling for existence. Production 
reached high-water mark in 1900, 
when the output of West Virginia 
wells amounted to more than 16, 000,.- 
000 barrels.

A MOST PERFECT PUMP. 


The Weart Is the Beet Piece of 

Machinery for It. Purpose That 

Could Be Conceived. 

{New York World:] The most per- 
fect pump in the world, the most 

rfect ever made, is also the oldest— 

ow old, no one knows, for it is as 
old as man himeelf. 

This pump is so small and so light 
that it might be carried in an over- 
coat pocket. Yet it rune day and 
night without a stop, without atten- 
tion, Grawing in and sending forth 
two and a half ounces of liquid sev- 
enty-nine times a minute. In one 
minute it pumps 174 ounces; in one 
hour, 656% pounds; in one year, 
5,748,760 pounds. Its normal life is 
about seventy years, in which time it 
pumps 402,412,500 pounds, or more 
than 201,206 tons. 

To transport this immense weight 
of liquid that it pumps would require 
6700 freight cars of ordinary capacity. 
This would mean 223 trains of 30 
cars each, and as many ¢agines to 
haul them. Strung out in one line. 
with no intervals between cach train, 
they would cover a distance «f furty- 
seven miles. 

This diminutive piece of machinery 
has been known to keep up this work 
—— a single stop for more than 


years. 

It pulsates 4200 times an hour, 
100,800 times a day, 36,792,000 times 
a year. It has no journals or bearings 
to ofl, no bolts to tighten or slacks 
to be taken up. It is so conktructed 
that its parts are automatically re- 

But, with 
all of this, there is one very serious 
characteristic inseparably connected 
with this pump, which is that once it 
stops it cannot be started up aga!n, 
unless immediate steps be taken to 
de so by an expert. Even this gen- 
erally fails. So the owner should uxe 
care and judgment in its 
There is no other machine we 
have any knowledge of of which the 
above can be eald.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) May 5.—A most 
popular order of the City Commis- 
sion, issued last night, was one di- 
recting that the eastern, or shady, 
side of the city plaza be set aside for 
the exclusive use of women and 
children. For several years this part 
of the plaza has been the resort 
mainly of the chronically unem- 


ployed, and rare has been the time 
when some soap-box orator has not 
been harangueing the listiess crowd 
from under the windows of the City 
Council chamber. The plaza hereto- 
fore simply could not be frequented 
by women. No provision has been 
made for the jawamiths elsewhere, 
but the city manager has been given 
full powers on the subject. While the 
LW.W. has made small progress in 
this city, it has been noisy and ag- 
gressive, even to the extent of de- 
claring before a meeting of the 
Episcopal Men's Club that the time 
had arrived for “guns.” 
PHOENIX BUDGET. 

The fiscal year budget — 
for the Phoenix city government indi- 
cates that about $522,000 will be 
needed for the twelve-month period. 
Interest is scheduled at $84,000, 
pumping costs at $64,000, street 
cleaning at $41,000, police at $30,000, 
and fire department at $28,000. Half 
of the amount needed will come from 
Neense collections. Phoenix is prac- 
tically the size of Long Beach, Cal., 
with something more than 22,000 
population. An estimate of popula- 
tion was made last night, when the 
commission refused to add to the 
twenty-two saloon licenses here exist- 
ing, wishing to maintain a ratio of 
not more than one drinking place to 
each 1000 inhabitants. 

NEW CITY HALL.

BUDDHA'S COMMANDMENTS. 


Laws Similar to Those Given to the 

Jews Enjoining Moral Living and 

Abstinence. 

{Washington Post:] What fs Bud- 
dhism? The question is interestingly 
and intelligently answered in a book 
translated from the Palo by E. J. 
Thomas,.M.A., and just published. In 
his introduction to his selection from | 
the Buddhist scriptures, Mr. Thommes| 
carefully explains what Buddhism is 
and what it is not. 

“The chief ontological principle of 
Ruddhism is that all compound 
things are impermanent. All things 
are compound except space and Nir- 
vana. The self is compound, and 
hence impermanent. When the in-

what is there remaining behind? 
“The soul, atman,”’ said the vedan- 


tin, “is that permanent entity which 
is in reality identical with the abso- 
lute and eternal Brahma.

The elements of 
the self are the self, just as the parts 
of the chariot are the chariot." 

The Ruddhist scriptures inculcate a 
high morality and a thorough asceti- 
clam. Here, for example, are the ten 
commandments, the five first of which 
are binding on all laymen: 

1. Abstinence from destroying life. 

2. Abstinence from taking what is 
not given. 

3. Abstinence from unchastity. 

4. Abstinence from falsehood. 

5. Abstinence from spirituous 
liquors, strong drink intoxicants 
which are a cause of negligence. 

6. Abstinence from eating at the

7. Abstinence from looking at 
dancing, singing, music and plays. 

8. Abstinence from wearing £ar- 
lands, scents, 
and adornments, which are a cause of 
negligence. 

9. Abstinence from a high or large 


bed.

STRANGE CAVE MEN FOUND. 


Exploration § in Southern Tunisa 

Discovers People Who Live in 

Caves and Earth Holes. 

[Washington Post:] Caves hewn 
in the solid rocks of sugarloaf moun- 
tains, sometimes to the depth of 150 
feet, large enough to hold from 1500 
to 2000 people. 

Men who think nothing of running 
forty and fifty miles a day without 
taking a drink of water. 

People who never set eyes on 
fruits or vegetables. 

Towns of 5000 to 6000 Inhabitants, 
in which there is not a building, the 
people living in holes in the earth. 

A land of no shadows between § 
a.m. and 5 p.m, 

A nation in 
never seen. 

These are some of the wonders de- 
scribed by Frank Edward Johnson, 
the explorer and lecturer and con- 
tributing editor of the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine, who arrived in 
Washington yesterday, after an ab- 
sence of almost two years, spent 
among the troglodyte tribes of South- 
ern Tunisia. Mr. Johnson gave out 
his first interview since his return 
to the United States, after reporting 
to the National Geographic Society in 
Washington. 

While in Tunisia Mr. Johnson con- 
ducted extensive researches among 
the buried Roman cities, and traced 
the old Roman highways, which have 
been hidden for centuries by the 
shifting sands of the Sahara. He suc- 
ceeded in following for 300 miles the 
route of the road that was built from 
Carthage to Leptis Magna and te 
Alexandria nearly 2000 years ago: 

“On the trip just concluded,” said 
Mr. Johnson, “I came into a more 
intimate contact with the innermost 
lives of the people of the extreme 
Southern Tunisia than ever before, 
and I had an unequaled opportunity 
to study them at closer range than 
any foreigner has ever enjoyed. 
There are probably more than 100,- 
000 of these people in a section 
hitherto supposed to be almost un- 
inhabitable. They. are pursuing an 
exceedingly primitive life. ; 

“All the troglodyte strongholds are 
dificult. of approach. . Thelr war- 
riors could see the enemy approach- 
ing for. many miles, unless: they 
came by night, and: then the zigzag 
path that led up to the great. walls, 
worn smooth by centuries of ‘hard 
use, with a surface iike polished 
marble, was too ‘dangerous, for a 
stumble meant sudden death on the 
rocks hundreds of feet below. It is 
dificult even for the mountain goats, 
born and bred there.”

An Enormous Diamond. 
[Chicage inter Ocean:] M. de 
Launay, the French authority on 
mineralogy, hes been trying te caleu- 
late the total quantity of diamonds 
that have been extracted from the 
earth. Prior tc the discovery of the 
Brazilian diamond mines in 1723, In- 
dia gave about 4,400 pounds, or about 
10,000,000 carats, worth about $86,- 
200,000. From Brazil have been tak- 
en about 559° pounds, or about 12.,- 
600,000 carats, worth about $190,060,- 
6000. The South African mines, since 
their discovery in 1870, have yiclded 
about 120,000,000 carata, with a value 
of $780,000.000. These would make 
a cube of 26 feet 44-5 inches and 
weighing 28 2-5 tons.

BAKERSFIELD, May 9.—The ques- 
tion of adequate representation of the 
oll industry of this county and Cali- 
fornia at the Panama-Pacific Expo- 


sition is one of the subjects which the 
Kern County Protective Association 
will consider at its meeting next week. 
While crganized for the purpose of 
formulating means of adequate pro- 
tection fcr the oil fields from the in- 
flux of water, the association, by vir- 
tue of the fact that it bring# the oil 
men together, may also be made the 
means of getting the other matter at- 
tended to. Anyway, the question is ex- 
pected to be brought up, and it is 
proposed, among other things, to pre- 
pare an immense chart, diagram or 
map, showing the entire West Side 
field, with topographical features of 
the surface and the geological forma- 
tions below, all in full, so that the 
visitor will have before his eyes a 
complete diagram of the geology of 
the entire field and of each well, and 
may be enabled to learn at a glance 
more about how oil tse found under- 
ground, than by a lifetime of and 
ordinary reading. 

A derrick will also be shown, to Il- 
lustrate drilling methods, and other 
details will be worked out. 

It is likely that co-operation will be 
arranged between the association and 
the Kern County Board of Trade. 

At present it is thought that the ex- 
hibit will be made a county affair and 
put in the counties building. However, 

the individuality of the county will 
not be lost thereby, it is possible that 
a place for the exhibit may be ar-

that field, at its last meeting reported 
that, at the rate members are coming 
in, it will have practically 100 per 
cent. of the acreage affected in its 
ranks. The water commissioner re- 
ported fhat there are three principal 
foci of the water trouble in the field. 
In the West Side field of this county 
Water Commissioner W. N. Forker is 
busy all the time. The companies are 
co-operating faithfully in the Work. A 
number of wells which have gone to 
Water have been abandoned and 
plugged—even though they produced 
@ quantity of ofl with the water—in 
order that no chances might be tak- 
en of ruining adjoining wells. The 
K. T. & O. and the General Petroleum 
in particular have lugged several 
wells of late. The Union has also 
Plugged one on the Hale-McLeod 
lease. The greatest danger by far 
seems to come from small companies 
financially unable to take care of their 
properties. 


Net and Gross. 
A fact which some persons fall to 
realize is that never before have the 
Sross and net outputs of the Califor- 
nia fields been so close together as 
they are today. A fact that should be 
noted is that while the figures of con- 
sumption (shipments and field fuel) 
are greater than ever before, the con- 
sumption of field fuel is smaller now 
than it has been for many years past. 
This means that the commercial con- 
sumption of oil has increased even 
more than the figures show on their 
face. Two years ago, the oi] consumed 
in the fields for drilling and pumping 
was about 4,200,000 barrels annually; 
this year it is likely not to exceed 
2,500,000. 
This reduction is due to.the use of 
electricity for pumping, and even for 
drilling. In the Kern River field, 
where the gas supply is i:| ‘equate for 
fuel, the consumption of of] fuel in 
Pumping used to be about 175,000 
barrels a month. Now the greater part 
of the work js done by electricity, for 
the use of which the field is admirably 
situated, the properties being small 
and closely packed together. 
Jacks, such as used altogether in 
the Los Angeles city field, for handling 
from one to three dozen wells apiece, 
are coming into universal use in Kern 
River, and electric wer operates 
them. About 300 wells In Kern River 
belonging to the Assoctated are shut 
down at present, and have been since 
last October, but if these wells were 
pumping, practically all would use 
electric power. Midway never did use 
over 60,000 barrels of oll for fuel in 
the field on account of the avafiabil- 
ity of a big gas supply and electric 
power, which has been furnished for 
several years.

IPE LINE IS 
WELL UNDER WAY. 


CONSTRUCTION OF PRODUCERS’ 
BRANCH PROGRESSING. 


Seven Miles of Pipe Under Ground 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCS | 
M’KITTRICK, May %.—Work is 
steadily progressing on the thirty- 
mile, eight-inch pipe line of the Pro- 
ducers’ Transportation Company be- 
tween Olig and Junction station, at 
which latter point the line will con- 
nect with the main one to Port 
Harford. Seven miles of pips are 
already under ground, and over 
twenty-five miles of pipe has been 
distributed, the rest will be delivered 
by next Friday. Over 100 men are 


employed in laying the pipe. 
It is believed that construction of 
the bie Royal Dutch-Shell pipe line 
from the tank farm of the American 
Gasoline Company, four miles south 
of McKittrick, to Port Costa, a dis- 
tance of approximately 300 miles, will 
be under way in two or three months. 
The line will pass through McKit- 
trick, and thence on via Coalinga to 
San Francisco Bay. It is estimated 
that nearly 250,000 tons of pipe will 
be necessary for the great andertak- 
ing. 
Operations on the tank farm are 
ine favorably, considerable 
material being moved out daily from 
the siding of the Southern Pacific at 
Asphalto, on@and one-half miles from 
McKittrick, the nearest point for 
transportation to the farm. 

The Belridge O11 Company ts start- 
ing two new rigs on section 35, 27-21, 
nine miles north of Belridge, where 
it is hoped to develop some promis- 
ing territory. 

The gas line from the United States 
Ol] and Mining Company lease, on 
the North McKittrick front, to the 
Associated Oi! Company properties in 
the McKittrick field has been com- 
pleted. Gas will soon be sent through 
the line to supply power for the 
different stations of the Associated. 

The United States Ol! and Mining 
Company gas well was brought in 
months ago, and capped after con- 
siderable trouble, the pressure being 
so strong that rocks, mud and oil 
were thrown high in the air. The

That a place is being made for 
California fuel of} in the trade with 
China i indicated by statements in 
a recent report of the Consul-General 
of Hongkong. California refined oll 
products have long had a good mar- 
ket in the Orient, but the State's 
trade in fuel ofl with that part of 
the world is comparatively undevel- 


oped, especially with China. 

The report of the Consul-General 
bas the fololwing to say regarding 
oll impo Hongkong: 

“The first targo of crude oil from 
the United States imported into 
Hongkong for any purpose has just 
been received from its California sup- 
ply depots by the larger American oil 
eoncern operating in the Far East. 
A part of the large installation of this 
concern in Hongkong has been given 
over to the storage of this oll and 
American ofl is to be kept on the 
market all the time. 

“There has been a steady and ma- 
terial increase in imports of fuel oil 
into Hongkong in the past three years. 
Heretofore the supply received at 
Hongkong has been from the Dutch 
East Indies. The records of the har- 
bor master show imports in 1911 
amounted to 17,700 tons, while in 
1912 they had increased to 20,424 
tons, and in 1913 the total imports 
were considerably higher, though the 
exact figures are not yet availiable. 

“There has been an increase in the 
number of ocean-going vessels using 
crude oil fuel coming inte Hongkong 
during the past three years and the 
increase in the number of motorboats 
for river and. harbor traffic, particu- 
larly for use in the Pearl River and 
West River trade, using crude oll is 
one of the notable features of ship- 
ping development in South China. 
“Imports of kerosene into the 
Hongkong field during 1913 were the 
largest in the history of the trade. 
Nearly all oil interests working on 
the lower Asiatic coast have their 
headquartera for this part of the 
world in and control the trade from 
this port. According to the best com- 
mercial statistics available, the total 
trade in oll in Hongkong and the 
countries and ports tributary to it un- 
der this system, as measured by the 
amount going into consum ption, 
amountel in 1913 to 111,061,240 gal- 
lons .,as compared with a total of 83,- 
847.000 gallons in 1912 and a high 
record of 89,104,000 gallons in 1910. 
“The immense increase in imports 
into Hongkong marks the incr@asing 
disposition of the companies con- 
cerned to distribute supplies for vari- 
ous districts from this port. Owing 
to the fact that oll can be stored in 
the Far East at a minimum cost, ex- 
ports to this field often are far above 
consumption, the actual amount trans- 
ported varying greatly from year to 
year and depending largely upon sup- 
ply. demand and prices in other parts 
of the world. During 1913 both Im- 
ports and actual consumption were

icate inery, with powder and 
other éxplosives and with human be- 
ings. 


“With the improvement inthe mor- 
ale of the Marine Corps hascome nat- 
urally, an improvement in may and liv- 
ing conditions,” Gen. Barnett went on 
to say. “Increase any man’s mater- 
fal reward and you increase his in- 
terest in the work he is doing and 
in himself. The pay of the Marine 
Corps ranges from $15 to $69 a 
month for men below the rank of 
second lieutenant. Clothing, food, 
lodgings, and medicines are supplied 
by the government. A private begins 
at $16 a month. If he re-enlists at 
the end of four years he receives $18 
a month. During his third enlist- 
ment he gets $21. 

“The money a*marine saves can be 
deposited with the paymaster of the 
corps and 4 cent. interest will be 
allowed him by the government. One 
of our men, after thirty years of 
service, had deposits amounting to 
$10,500. He was then retired at 
three-fourths of his pay, plus $189 a 
year because he had to be fed 
and clothed at the expense of the 
public. He was a V economical 
person, however.” 

“Hereafter,” Gen. Barnett said, as 
the interviewer stood up, “you will 
more fully understand, I hope, what 
is meant when you read a cablegram 
from some far away land that marines 
were landed from the battleship So- 
and-So and are guarding the consul- 
ate and protecting American inter- 
ests.” 


BY BLOCK AND LOT. 


Sen Francisco to Do Away With 
Assessment by Metes and Bounds. 


Too Much Red Tape. 

[National Real Estate Journal:] A 
method to be introduced in San Fran- 
cisco os assessing real estate by num- 
ber of block and jot, instead of by 
metes and bounds, is an intelligent 
and effective effort to reduce public 
expenses without impairing efficiency. 

The labor of painfully writing out 
every year in the tax receipts the de- 
tailed descriptions of each holding as 
expressed in the deeds is immense 
and the HMability of error in copy 
unless the utmost paMms are taken by 
the copist. That great care is taken 
is shown by the rarity of discovered 
errors, and such exceeding great care 
costs money. 

This unnecessary expe 
saved by merely describing each lot 
by its block and lot number, and it 
will be done that way in the future. 

All owners of real estate are able 
to describe their holdings by their 
location on a certain side of a street 
between two other streets. It is 
probable that but few can name the 
number of their block as it appears 
on the block book or their lot num- 
ber In the block. 

This each owner will now have to 
learn and be able to remember it 
when calling for his tax bill. For 
the first year the owners will be 
furnished blue prints giving them 
the information which will, of course, 
appear regularly each year on the 
tax receipts. One may save his blue 
print for future reference or make 
some permanent record of the num- 
ber of his lot, or look at his last re- 
ceipt, each year, before going to the 
Tax Collector's office, or he can trust 
to his memory. 

What the saving will be by this 
new system cannot be known until 
after trial, but it will certainly be 
large. And, if it causes, at first, some 


inconvenience to the taxpayer, he can 
be comforted by reflecting that he is 
thus helping to save money for the 
city, which can
